‘President Will Transmit to 
Senate Report on High 
Handed Methods of the 
American Combine, 


TAX MAY BE RESTORED. 


Nation Can Get $21,000,000 
More Annual Revenue With- 
out Increasing Cost to 
the Consumer. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 30.—President Taft 
will transmit to the senate this week a re- 
pert of the commissioner of corporations, 
which will be of great interest to every 
smoker in the country. It will describe the 
high handed methods pursued by the to- 
bacco trust to secure control of the tobacco 
market and show that tremendous profits 
have resulted from the combination. 

The report was prepared by Herbert Knox 
Smith, the commissioner, in compliance with 
the resolution recently adopted by the sen- 
ate at the instance of Senator Beveridge of 
Indiana. In a speech supporting his resolu- 
tion, Mr. Beveridge asserted that the gov- 
ernment had lost $184,000,000 during the last 
eight years through the repeal of the war tax 
of 1898, while the consumer instead of re- 
eeiving the benefit from this action actually 
has paid more for his tobacco. 

Mr. Beveridge has offered an amendment 
to the pending tariff bill for the restoration 
of the Spanish war tax and if it be adopted 
he claims the government will obtain an ad- 
ditional revenue from this source alone of 
$21,000,000 annually without any increase of 
the price of the weed to its users. 


Trust Controls Eighty-five Concerns. 

How the trust benefited from the removal 
of the war tax is explained in the report of 
the commissioner, The trust now consists 
of the American Tobacco company and its 
three powerful subsidiary combinations, the 
American Snuff company, the American 
Cigar company, and the British-American 
company, besides eighty-two other sub- 

ary concerns doing business in the United 

es, Porto Rico, and Cuba. 

e interests at present controlling the 
trust organize the Consolidated Tobacco 
company in 1901, the object of which was to 
secure additional capital for the expansion 
of the business of the combination, particu- 
larly in the cigar industry and in the foreign 
countries. The transaction proved enor- 
mously valuable to the organizers. 

“The internal revenue taxes on tobacco 
products,’’ the report states, ‘‘had been great- 
ly increased in 1898 to provide funds for the 
Spanish war. Already, before the organization 
of the Consolidated, congress had passed an 
ect to reduce the rate on ‘ manufactured to- 
bacco’ (chewing and smoking tobacco) and

Taxes Reduced; Prices Upheld. 

“Presumably, also, the directors of that 
concern foresaw that the tax on manufac- 
tured tobacco and snuff would be still further 
reduced later to bring it back to. the basis 
which had existed before the war. This actu- 
ally oceurred in 1902, when it was made 6 
cents. 

“When the tax had been advanced, the 
manufacturers of tobacco had barely been 
able to raise the prices sufficient!y to recoup 
themselves; but the men connected with the 
Consolidated evidently foresaw that the 
prices would not have to be reduced by an 
amount at all commensurate with the reduc- 
tion in taxes—particularly in view of the 
large proportion of business possessed by 
the combination and its consequent large 
measure of control over the prices—and that 
ecnsequently the profits would greatly in- 
crease. 

“ Such, in fact, proved to be the case. On 
the basis of the rate of earnings of the Amer- 
ican and Continental prior to the formation 
of the Consolidated it would scarcely have 
been possible to pay the dividends on their pre- 
ferred stocks and in the interest on the con- 
solidated bonds. During the three years and 
four months following the organization of 
the Consolidated, however, the earnings of 
the two companies were sufficient to pay 
these charges and also to leave a profit of 
fully $30,000,000 to the Consolidated on its 
investment of $30,000,000 (part of the time, 
$40,000,000). 


Six Men Control Trust. 

“That company during this period paid 
$6,000,000 in dividends, accumulated a sur- 
plus of $17,000,000, and substantially became 
also entitled to the increase in the surpluses 
of the American and Continental companies, 
amounting to over $7,000,000. The benefit 
of this increase in profits was, by reason of 
the organization of the Consolidated, largely 
concentrated in the hands of a few men. 

“This is seen in the fact that, immedi- 
ately after the organization of the Con- 
solidated, more than one-half of its shares 
Were held by six men—James B. Duke, A. N. 
Brady, O. H. Payne, Thomas F. Ryan, P. A. 
B. Widener, and William C. ‘Whitney. 
Through the ownership of the stocks of the 
American and Continental by the Consol- 
dated, these six men were, moreover, in a 


. bosition to dominate the entire combination. 


These same six men had previously owned 
only a minority of the stock of the Amefican 
&nd apparently little of the Continental, 
though they had been powerful in the man- 
“gement of both. 

“Most of these men, it will be observed, 
Were financiers who entered the combination 
in 1898 and 1899. They and a few associates

FINDS WIFE DEAD; 
BLAMES BURGLAR 


Dr. H. Cleminson’s Spouse 
Chloroform Victim and Po- 
lice Investigate Hus- 
band’s Story. 


DISCOVER STOLEN SILVER 


Detectives Recover Valuables in 
Closet and Say the Supposed 


Housebreakers Left 
No Trace. 


Mrs. Nora Jane Cleminson is dead from 
chloroform poisoning at her residence, 4188 
Wayne avenue, and her husband, Dr. Hal- 
dane Clemingson, is under police surveillance 
at Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

The physician told the police that he and 
his wife were the victims of burglars, who 
put themn.both under the influence of the 
drug before ransacking their house eaPly 
yesterday morning. Detectives said later 
that many of the things he enumerated as 
being stolen were found in a pair of dis- 
carded trousers in a closet by the police. In 
the evening Police Captain Thomas C. Kane 
sent word to Dr. Cleminson that he had the 
choice of remaining at the hospital] for ths 
night or of being locked in a cell at the Shef- 
field avenue police station. 

lieut. Timothy Cullinan stated that Clem- 
inson had made several! contradictory state- 
ments, among them beimg two distinct stories 
of how the burglars procured an entrance. 
One, according to the lieutenant, was thai 
they pried open the dining room window and 
the other was that he found both front and 
rear doors of the flat wide open. Late at 
night Cleminson told a group of newspaper 
men that he didn’t know how the supposed 
burglars gained entrance. 


Says “It’s Unfortunate.” 
Cleminson appeared dazed, but showed no 
fear and little emotion when he was told that 
the police suspected him in connection with 
the death of his wife, and he merely re- 
marked: ‘ Well, that’s unfortunate, but the 
thing will have to solve itself.” 

Coroner’s Physician H. G. W. Reinhardt 
held an autopsy and later conducted an an- 
alysis in the hope of having considerable in- 
formation to present before the inquest at 10 
o'clock this morning. 

Dr. Reinhardt said in the evening that the 
body showed no signs of a surgical opera- 
tion, althought he admitted he had not yet 
made a thorough examination. 

The couple have two children, Haldane 
Cleminson, 5 years old, and John Morgan 
Cleminson, 3 years old. The stork was ex- 
pected to visit them again in August,-jt is 
said. 

Cleminson claims to have been aroused 


was dead. He im- | 
‘nddintald ‘telephoned to Dr. Pauli Hulthorst, 
4269 Nerth Ashland avenue, who responded 
quickly, and expressed the opinion that the 
woman had been dead several hours. Dr, 
Reinhardt agreed with this opinion. 

Dr. Hullhorst notified the police, and just 
about the time Sergeant John J. O’Brien and 
Detectives Wood and Smith of the Sheffield 
avenue station arrived a representative of 
Undertaker F. F. Roberts, 628 Wells street, 
appeared on the scene and made preparations 
to embalm the body, but was stopped by the 
police. The undertaker said he had been 
summoned by Dr, Cleminson. 


Dust Still on Window Sill. 

The policemen on the scene were told about 
the burglars, but their investigation did not 
show the method of entrance, and Capt. 
Kane was sent for. He, too, was unable to 
find any “jimmy” marks, and deciared the 
dust on the window sill, which Dr. Cleminson 
first said the burglars climbed over, was un- 
disturbed. Cleminson was detained at the 
house until the coroner's physician finished, 
and then was taken to the hospital in an 
ambulance. 

George Hildebrecht, an automobile agent 
who resides at 4192 Wayne avenue, told the 
police that he and his wife played cards at 
a window not more than six feet distant 
from the Cleminson bedroom until Saturday 
midnight, and he was sure no burglars had 
molested the Cleminsons up to that hour. Mr. 
Hildebrecht was one of the first men on the 
scene and assisted the police in seeking pos- 
sible burglar tracks. N. Pomeroy, residing 
at 4186 Wayne avenue, told the police he saw 
Mrs. Cleminson lock the rear door of the 
house about 10 o’clock Saturday night. 

On the strength of these two statements 
and the opinions of the physicians named, 
Capt: Kane has concluded that Mrs. Clemin- 
son met death within an hour or two after 
retiring. 


Burglars Use His Material. 

Cleminson said his wife locked the screen 
door of the kitchen about 10 o'clock, and that 
he wae taking a bath when she retired. He 
showed the police a piece of gauze commonly 
used by physicians and said that was what 
he found under his wife's nose. He stated 
the burglars found this cloth in ransacking 
his medicine cabinet. 

A balf dozen burned matches were strewn 
about the floor, and these were of the same 
manufacture as were contained in a case on 
the dining room table. Several drawers 
were pulled out of their receptacles and pa- 
pers were dumped on the floor. Cleminson 
reported the byrglars had taken a couple of 
dozen silver spoons, $50 in cash, two solitaire 
diamond rings belonging to his wife, anda 
watch and two stick pins belonging to him- 
self, 

For a time this mystified the police, but 
later, it is said, they found the jewelry in 
Cleminson’s old trousers hanging in a closet, 
Bighteen spoons were found undisturbed in 
their plush case in a cupboard, but the $50 
cash has not been traced. After the recovery 
of these valuables Cleminson was questioned 
closely, but he ess to the story of the bur- 


giars, 
Dr. Cleminson’s Statement. 

During the afternoon, Cletminson made this 
statement: 

“We went to bed about 10 o’clock,- and 
about 5 o'clock this morning I was awakened 
by sickness. I reached over to my wife and 
said, ‘Nora, for goodness sake, get up, I'm 
terribly sick.’ When miy hand came in con- 

tact with her icy body it recoiled and I was 
ova with a tremor. Then I smelled 
chloroform. and discovered that I, too, had 
been put under the drug. —

ONE AWAKENS; FIGHTS FIVE. 


Kill Sleuth 
July 4 with “Stray Ballet.” 


Dime novels and detective stories were out- 
done by the experiences of the Chicago po- 
lice and two west side boy bandits Saturday 
night and yesterday morning. The boys com- 
mitted three holdups inthe evening, shooting 
at one of their victims, shot a policeman four 
times, ran @ two mile gantlet of police, al- 
most blinded a policeman with a whip, and 
made a clear getaway. 

Within a few hours each of them had been 
arrested’ in their beds in distant parts of the 
city, one of them after a bitter fight in which 
it took five policemen to overpower him, the 
other with two alleged safeblowers, both with 
loaded revolvers under their pillows. Before 
noon they had freely confessed to a long list 
of “ stickups.”’ 

These desperate criminals, one of whom 
said he would kill a policeman any time to 
escape arrest, are both insignificant looking, 
undersized boys. They are: 

ERNEST HALVORBGON, 21 years old, no ad- 
dress, who has served two terms in the bride- 
well for holdups. 

PETER DUMONT, 19 years old, 624 West 
Huron street, employed daytimes nailing boxes 
at the factory of Oclrich Laux, 47 Larrabee 
street, : 

They were arrested through shrewd work 
on the part of Detectives John O'Keefe and 
Frank Shea of the Warren avenue police sta- 
tion, and prompt action by Capt. Stephen K. 
Healy and Lieut. John Alcock of the same 
station. 


Plans July 4 on. 

<A fact of peculiar interest to O'Keefe was 
the discovery that his assassination had been 
planned for July 4. O’Keefe is a slender 
young detective, not much older in appear- 
ance than the criminals, but his work in 
twice sending Halvorson to the bridewell 
had earned that young mian’s enmity. He 
had been showing a revolver in his haunts on 
the west side since his release and threatening 
to “ get’’ O'Keefe. Just how he was plan- 
ning to do this was revealed by the arrests. 
He intended to “lay for” Kis enemy on the 
Fourth of July and have his death counted 
as one of the “‘ stray bullet” accidents. 

The news of the captures epread rapidly 
and congratulations poured in from many 
stations. The interest taken was evidenced 
by the appearance of both Chief Shippy and 
Inspector McCann on the scene in he after- 
noon, anxious to hear the whole story. The 
tragic element had disappeared from the case 
when it was discovered that Patrolman 
James Horan, into whom they fired three 
bullets, and Patrolman John P. Atchison, 
across whose eyes they laid a buggy whip, 
would recover. 

The capture of the two alleged safeblow- 
ers, Charlee Connors, alias “Ice Wagon,” 
and Al Shoupe, alias “ Blackie ” Howard, 
said to be two of the most dangerous men in 
the city im their line, is regarded as highly 
important.

Clings to Accident Theory. 


New York, May 30.—[(Special.}—Mrs. Edith 
Cunningham, wife of George A. Cunningham, 
a constructing engineer who has been con- 
nected with a number of important works, 
including the Panama railroad, was found 
dead by her husband early todey in their 
apartments at 114 East Eleventh street. 

The woman had died of gas asphyxiation, 
and Coroner Harburger decided at once that 
it was a case of suicide. The apparent ab- 
sence of a motive, however, and circum- 
stances surrounding the woman's death, 
made her husband and others who looked into 
the case believe her death may have been 
due to an accident. 

Mr. Cunningham is a son of Col. Cunning- 
ham of Richmond, Va., and is about 38 years 
old. His first wife died some years ago. In 
1907 he married Mrs. Edith R. Charter in 
Tacoma, Wash. 


Planned to Buy Southern Estate. 

After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. Cun- 
ningham traveled a great deal, visiting 
Alaska and Mexico, and a few months ago 
went to North Carolina. While there they 
did considerable hunting on an estate which 
had been offered to Mr. Cunningham. 

He decided to buy the property, but it is 
more or less tied up in lMtigation and three 
days ago Mr. Cunningham came to New 
York with his wife to complete negotiations 
for its purchase. They expected to be in the 
city about a week, and instead of going to 
a hotel took rooms at the Eleventh street 
address, where Mrs. Mary J. Gleason keeps 
a boarding house, ‘ 

Mr. and Mrs. Cunningham sat up until 
‘late last night talking with other boarders 
and discussing the North Carolina estate. 


Smells Gas; Hunts Wife. 

Mr, Cunningham remembers that as he was 
going to sleep his wife got up and started 
into a small lavatory where a tiny gas stove’ 
for heating water had been installed. 

When he arose at 5:50 o'clock he smelied 
gas, and, finding his wife was not ih the 
room, made a search for her. He found her 
in the little lavatory, lying on the floor. A 
gas tube which: led to the stove had been 
disconnected. Another gas jet was turned 
on. Mr. Cunningham summoned a doctor, 
who said the woman was beyond medica] aid. 

The engineer does not think his wife ended 
her life. He says she had been subject to 
fainting spells, and thinks that she may 
have fallen when she 6 -to ght the. 
gas stove, disconnecting the tube. He also 
believes that a strong wind may have blown 
out the gaa in the jet used for lighting.

It had been the most peaceful last session 
which the hall of representatives had known 
for many years, in spite of the fact that sev- 
eral persona! conflicts were impending early 
in the evening. After midnight the house set- 
tled down to a greater state of decorum than 
{t has been able to maintain on any preceding 
last night. 

As daylight came the tired statesmen 
@ragged themselves out one b ne until 
finally at 6 o'clock a bill failed of passage 
because of lack of a quorum, and on Mr. 
Shurtleff’s motion the house adjourned until 
Monday with the understanding that no busi- 
mess would be done until Thursday, the 
speaker having satisfied himself that there 
Was no hope of an agreement in the confer- 
ence committee. 


Fight Threatens in House. 

The nearest the house came to approaching 
the disorderly proceedings in the locked-in 
senate was not near at all, but if it had not 
been for the desire of all parties concerned 
to avoid making a scene, what would have 
happened in\the lower branch would have 
Been worse than what did happen in the 
senate. 

About 3 o’clock thé senate bill providing for 
the recognition of graduates of osteopathic 
colleges who should meet certain require- 
ments and providing that they should be li- 
censed by the state board of health as physi- 
cians and surgeons provoked a bitter fight. 

It was intensified by a jumbled up roll cal! 
and made still more bitter by charges that 
men who were not in the hall were being 
voted. A verification of the roll was demand- 
ed by the opponents of the bill and as it 
progressed the feeling between the two sets 
of contestants became more bitter. 

The charges that absentees had been voted 
were repeated and Representative Tippit, a 
southern Illinois Democrat, was particularly 
severe in his criticism of the methods. His 
Statements were challenged at last by Repre- 
Sentative Gorman, a Democrat from Peoria. 


Tippt Repeats His Charge. 

“T repeat that there has been fraudulent 
yoting.’’ Mr. Tippt cried. “If the gentle- 
man from Peoria wants proof I will tell him 
that he voted for a member who has not been 
in the hall for two hours.”’ 

Gorman jumped to his feet and every man 
in the hall knew what his reply would be. 
Before he could open his mouth a dozen 
members cried hurriedly and anxiously: 

** Don't say it, don’t say it.’’ 

The two men were close together and if 
Gorman had made the reply which was on 
his lips nothing could have prevented the 
inevitable consequences. Other fights which 
were starting had been stopped because the 
would-be contestants were too far apart. 
There was no one close enough to have 
stopped this cne if it had been started. Gor- 
men made a visible effort and restrained 
himseif. He said Mr. Tippt was mistaken 
and sat down. 

In this way the house was able to reach the 
nish of the morning's work peacefully. . 


Oglesby Brings Back Wanderers. 
After the bond bills had been passed, which 
ves after 1 o'clock in the morning, the sen- 
ate had cleaned up everything upon which 
the erganization wished to take action. 

There was a motion for a recess, and most 
of the senators started for the nearest re- 
fectories and other places of interest in the 
vicinity of the statehouse. The recess was 
for thirty minutes, with the understanding 
that the waterways conference report would 
be ready for acticn as soon as the senators 
hed returned from the recess. 

At 2 o'clock there were ten senators in the 
chamber, and Lieut. Gov. Oglesby ordered 
out the entire force of sergeants at arms to 
round up the wanderers. The house had been 
plodding along, acting upon minor measures 
and with nothing big in sight. The confer- 
ence committee on appropriations had been 
working in the room of the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, while the waterways conference com-

Henson Bumps Into Trouble. 

Senator Henson of Decatur thought he 
could do anything that Hall could, and he 
heard that he was wanted outside. This 
didn’t make much noise to the doorkeeper 
and Henson was ordered back to his seat. 
Senator Henson declined to go back to his 
seat and insisted upon leaving the senate. 
Thereupon he was seized and figuratively 
bound. He resisted. 

Reinforcements were ordered up from the 
reserves of the doorkeepers the lieutenant 
governor. The combined party rolled on the 
floor. Senator Henson was in sad mipority. 
The net result of the engagement was'a bad- 
ly bruised and cut face for the senator from 
Decatur, and the added ‘fact that he staid in 
the senate until officially dismissed. 

Still there was no conference report for 
action and the song and laughter subsided 
and the bulk of the senate slept. At 6:30 
word arrived that the house had been acting 
nastily and did not have any idea of adjourn- 
ing sine die. Simultaneously came word that 
there would be no conference reports. Sen- 
ator Dunlap kept his ear ready for word from 
the front and when he heard that Speaker 
Shurtleff had caused an adjournment until 
Monday and that the senate sine die resolu- 
tion had been chloroformed he became bellig- 
erent. As co-belligerent was each member of 
the senate, who jumped out of slumber to get 
into the angry criticism of the low browed 
house. 


Jandus Raises New Trouble. 

Senator Dunlap offered a resolution which 
In effect called upon the governor to pro- 
rogue the general assembly. There were 
plenty of senators who were with him ali 
cverthepla*e There were others who wold 
beve stoed on the same firing line, out t»ey 
had slipped into the Chicago bound trains 
and then were nearing Chicago. 

Sens: r Jandus ‘.ereuyv2n rai.ed ise point 
which leaves the legislature drifting far 
above the earth and in the rare strata of 
atmosphere. He wanted to know what had 
happened to the anti-local option bill He 
was informed that wh'e he wa: lifting up 
his voice in song a resolution had gone 
through killing all house bills in the sen- 
ate. 

This opened up a most hazy par’lamcntary 
scrap. It was a question whether this mo- 
tion ran against all house bills which might 
be in committee or only against those bills 
which were on the senate calendar. The anti- 
local option bill lay sleeping in Senator Et- 
telson’s committee and every effort of Sen- 
ator Jandus and the damp senators hac been 
ineffectual in forcing it cut foravote. There 
was much parileying and the final ruling of 
the Heutenant governor was that bills in 
committee did not fall within the purview 
of the Dunlap death warrant. 


Near to Mangling Machinery. 

This point, by the way, was one of the 
most delicate which has confronted the sen- 
ate parliamentarians ffmany sessions, and 
trampled dangerously near the vital re- 
gions of the senate bill-mangling machinery. 
Then Senator Dunlap insisted upon his reso- 
lution, in cffect’asking Governor Deneen to 
exercise his constitutional authority and pro- 
rogue the general assembly. This he can do 
upon resolution of one house, provided there 
can be no agreement as to a sine die ad- 
journment. 

The worn-out house members were strag- 
gling across the state house lawn seeking 
their becs, or most of them were. The gray 
dawn had been on the job for some hours and 
the sun was valiantly working in the east. 
But in spite of the hour the senate proeeded 
to double itself into another knot. 

The house had the senate’s sine die reso- 
lution in calling for adjournment last night, 
and also the later resolution demanding for- 
mal recess until Thursday afternoon and a 
sine die adjournment then. 


Anger Aroused at House. 
According to some of the senators it was 
no longer any of the business of the senate 
when sine die adjournment came, and it was 
freely opined that the house had spat upon 
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He said he would entertain a motion for 
adjournment until] Monday, upon the agree- 
ment which had been made earlier in the 
day. that no business would be transacted,

up this senate so that the state’s business 
cannot be transacted? It is an outrage, and 
I won't stand for it for one. I made no agree- 


The Chicago Democrat was good and mad.

Says Jandus Was Warned. 

“The senator from Cook had ample notice 
this morning that business would end to- 
night,’’ retorted Senator Dunlap. 

“I refuse to be bound by any sort of an 
agreement to which I am not a party,’’ came 
back Jandus, who is the acknowledged pilot 
of the anti-loca! option billinthesenate. “I 
want to tell you, all of you, that it is a long 
time between now and next Thursday. I pro- 
pose,to use every effort in my power to abro- 
gate the agreement which it is claimed has 
been made and to transact business here next 
Thursday. I expect to have enough votes to 
do business.” , 

Lieut. Gov. Oglesby devlined to take the re- 


} sponsibility of going any further with man- 


aging the working agreement of the majority 
of the senate. 

“It appears that nobody’s word seems to 
be taken seriously here tonight,” he said. 
“The chair proposes, therefore, to say that 
if twenty-six senators will sign an agree- 
ment to transact no business and that con- 
tract is delivered to the chair, he will see that 
formal sessions are held on Monday, and 
Wednesday. and Thursday.” “ 

Some of the senators wanted to stand up 
and be counted on this proposition, but Mr. 
Oglesby insisted that the agreement be 
signed in his presence. Senator Jones drew 
up the agreement and by heavy exertion for 
ten minutes on the part of senators, they at- 
tached their names. 

Jandus, Broderick, Glackin, and others of 
the anti-option forces sat by in laughing 
criticism of the other element and served 
ample notice that they will attempt a record 
vote on the booze bill next Thursday. 

When John Oglesby had tucked the docu- 
ment in his pocket, he smashed the gavel 
and declared the senate adjourned until Mon- 
day at 1 o'clock, and thereupon the tired and 
disgusted senate was permitted to pass 
through the big doors and seek a bit of Sun- 
day morning breakfast. 

General Outlook for Bills. 

In the peculiar situaticn in which the legis- 
lature finds itself several things are possible. 
Representative Shanahan insists that the 
Dunning appropriation shall be put through 
and in this he is absolutely opposed by Sena- 
tor Hurburgh, chairman of the senate appro- 
priations committee—a resident of Gales- 
burg. 

The conference cut $168,500 out of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois appropriation bills and 
$306,800 out of the bills for the charitable 
institutions. The provision of $335.000 for 
an epileptic colony was killed, and as an 
offset to these Mr. Shanahan insists that the 
$335,000 for Dunning shall be allowed. 

The waterway bill is practically dead, but 
a change of heart on the part of the senate 
might make it possible to produce a bill! if 
the senate were willing to take the house 
substitute. 

The local option bill depends entirely on 
the ability of the “ wet” senators to get the 
bill out of committee and secure its passage. 
It is where it can be handled in spite of the 
slaughter of the bills on the calendars. 


May Reconsider Asylum Bill. 

The asylum reorganization bil] may be re- 
considered in the senate. It Is said to be the 
purpose of members of the upper branch who 
voted for the bill to undertake now to undo 
their action. They have discovered that 
Speaker Shurtleff has drafted the new 
asylum law, although !t practically is the 
senate measure. Nevertheless, it bears ine 
imprints of Mr. Shurtleff and the house or- 
ganization which ordered the asylum inquiry. 

Some of the senators do not care much for 
the provision which destfoys the position of 
institution treasurer, that being a profitable 
position to hold in the different institution 
towns. 


FUNDS GONE; ARREST BANKER. 


Examiners Find Less than One Hun- 
dred Dollars in Four Georgia 
Institutions. 


Bainbridge, Ga., May 30.—[Special.]—The 
arrest of A. D. Oliver, president of a bank at 
Climax, Ga., and of three other banks in this 
section, has disclosed the fact that the peo- 
ple of southwest Georgia have been the vic- 
tims of a confidence game which has cost 
them probably $250,000. Oliver came here 
last January and claimed to be an eastern 
capitalist and secured big sums in deposits.

AMEND WILL APPEAL LAW 


Bill Authorizing Trust Compan- 
ies to Hold Funds for Ceme- 
tery Lots Favored. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill.. May 30.—[{Special.]—The 
employment agency bill was pulled out of the 
darkling legislative waters at 4 o'clock this 
morning. Heroic measures were resorted to 
ard by the hair the bill, senate No. 364, was 
dragged up, after it had gone down for the 
third time. It was passed by the house, pear- 
ly the last to get past a roll call, and it 
now is up to the governor. The vote was 96 
yeas and no nays. 

The measure puts off watch wild cat em- 
ployment agencies. It requires a license for 
each legitimate agency and places the entire 
business of securing employment upon a 
practical business basis, with state super- 
vision and a throwing around of precautions 
destined to revolutionize the entire game, in 
Chicago especially. 

it is figured that the mere passage of the 
bill eliminates several score of s0-called 
agencies which have no motive except to 
separate men seeking employment from the 
small cash reserve they may possess. In 
practical development, the bill, if signed by 
the govérnor, will place able safeguards 
about persons who spend their money in ex- 
pectation of securing employment. 


No Argument Against Bill. 

When the bill was called up and placed upon 
its passage there was no objection to its con- 
sideration and no argument made against it. 
The understanding prevailed that the legiti- 
mate employment agencies mede no protest 
te the requirements of the measure but on 
the other hand welcomed the possibility of 
putting an end to the abuses of the fake 
agencies. 

In the late hours of the morning the house 

Iso passed the bill authorizing trust com- 
p ore to hold funds in trust for lots and 
vaults in cemeteries. ; 

It passed the amendments to the municipal 
art commission bill and the bill amending the 
law in relation to appeals in contested wills. 

The bill authorizing the Supreme court 
judges to assign Circuit court judges from 
one circuit in which there is not much work 
to one in which’ the judges are laboring 
under an overloaded docket, was passed. 

The bill authorizing cities to pass ordi- 
nances requiring that all dry groceries be 
sold by standard avoirdupois weight or by 
numerical count. was passed. 


Other Bills Passed by House. 
Other bills passed by the house were: 


ORPHANS—aAllowing the Soldiers’ Onphanse’ 
home at Normal to admit any indigent child under 
10 years of age. 

PLUMBERS—Providing for an examining board 
of plumbers. 

FEES—Eliminating certain state’s attorney's 
fees in Municipal court cases. 

HEADLIGHTS—Making it unlawful to use @ 
locomotive for switching purposes without « 
headlight at both ends. 

PAWNSHOPS—Providing for the more stringent 
regulation of pawnshops. 


Kaskaskia Bill Is Beaten. 


The house defeated the Pemberton bill for 
the sale of the Kaskaskia commons and re- 
fused to take up the bill for the licensing of 
court reporters in Cook county. 

It passed the Glackin bill which provides 
that whenever there shall be in @ municipal 
sinking fund a sum in excess of the amount 
required to meet outstanding indehtedness 
the excess may be used in the purchase of 
outstanding bonds and that thereafter no 
taxes shall be levied for the payment of such 
bonds as may be taken up or for the interest 
on them. This bill was wanted by the city 
administration of Chicago.

Rehabilitation of Waterworks

While acknowledging an indylgence in the 
gid game of counting eggs before they are 
hatched—or even before they are placed in 
the incubator, for that matter—Chicago of- 
ficials yesterday began to figure to what uses 
the $16,000,000 increased municipal bonding 
power might best be put. 

Generally the calculators spent twice that 
gmount mentally as they recited the needs 
ef the city in all directions, but when they 
eame back to earth and saw the possibilities 
of improvements in the city’s waterworks 
and river and harbor facilities, the upbuild- 
ing of the police and fire departments, the 
payment of the cost of the new city hall, and 
the added chances of erecting a Municipal 
court building and opening the way for 
gubway construction, they still found cause 
for cheering aloud. , 

No recommendation for a special election 
for a referendum was ‘made, it being con- 
ceeded that the opportunity to ask popular 
approval of the first bond issue at the next 
April election is sufficiently near to argue 
against the expenditure of $100,000 or more 
for a special vote. 


Big Improvements Contemplated. 

The ghost of a hope that had died in the 
temporary city hall was found fleeing from 
the building in the morning twilight and its 
place was taken by a live confidence In the 
municipal future. The atmosphere of de- 
pair gave way to one of comparative sun- 
ghine that lighted up plans that had grown 
dusty and moth eaten in their places on the 
shelf. 

Restoration of these plans to all of their 
original distinctness was begun at once, and 
the hasty outlining of work completed dur- 
ing the day pointed a conclusion of many 
improvements within the next few years. 

The question of which pieces of work could 
be undertaken at once—or, more definitely, 
how much of a bond issue might be asked 
for next spring and to what purpose it should 
be devoted—was placed before city officials 
with such comparative unexpectedness that 
they were unable to reply. The only unani- 
mous chorus was that the increase of re 
sources meant the cure of shortcomings that 
hurt Chicago far more than $16,000,000 worth. 


Hard Work with Legislators. 

Coincident with utterances of this nature 
were expressions of appreciation for the 
efforts of the men responsible for bringing 
the light to the legislature in its last days. 
Almost undivided credit was given to City 
Controller Walter H. Wilson for his infiu- 
ence upon the attitude of Speaker Shurtleff, 
but mentioned in the same breath were B. J. 
Mullaney, secretary to Mayor Busse, who 
has been on the firing line for two weeks, 
and Attorney Frank L. Shepard, who, be 
cause he drafted the bills, fought for them, 
and Commissioner of Public Works John J. 
lianberg, who gave his assistance. 

The attitude of the speaker of the house 
and his refusal to pass the referendum pro- 
vision till the senate was bound to pass the 
bond bill were pointed out as the fulcrum on 
which the lever of municipal pressure worked 
to overturn the downstate antipathy to Chi- 
CAO. 

When the planners of advance in municipal 
equipment had been all through the list of 
needed improvements their first question 
was “ How did it happen?” and the few re- 
turning workers were kept busy telling of 
the near deadlock between the upper and 
the lower house, of messages sent back and 
forth, and of conferences held by bearers of 
flags of peace. 


Mayor Busse Is Pleased. 


ott Busse’s first comment was in the 
orm of praise for Controller Wilson and 


Secretary Mullaney. 

“We all knew what great value the in- 
creased bonding power would be to Chicago,” 
he said, ‘‘and now that it seems we have it 
within our grasp, we ought not to forget the 
men who persuaded the legislature to drop 
ites frowning and give it to us.”’ 

He declined to advance the urgency of an 
improvement in any one directionas superior 
to the need of any other, and said the ques- 
tion of the direction of the first expenditures 
probably would not be determined until 
shortly before the spring election, at which 
approval for the first bond issue will be 
asked. 

“It's looking too far ahead,”’ he said, “to 
gay what the money will be spent for. We 
really haven't it yet, and, until we determine 
how much we must have for different pur- 
poses and at what times, there is no way of 
forecasting the mode of expenditure. That 
will be the subject of long and serious delib- 
erations We won't act rashly, like a boy 
with a birthday preBent. Weneed the money 
too much to spend it hastily.” 


Wilson Is for Economy. 

Controller Wilson was of the same mind on 
this point. 

“Iam in favor of continued economy along 
al] lines,” he explained. ‘‘ Chicago hasn’t 
become rich through this piece of legislation. 
It might be possible to call a special election 
but the expense—the last aldermanic election 
cost us $125,000—seems too heavy a tax for 
immediate access to funds. The city can pull 
through with great care this year and by 
hex: spring we shall Know how much we need 
and how we best can spend it." 

The question whether advantage might not 
be taken of the emergency clause attached 
to the bill allowing municipalities te use their 
Sinking funds to take up bonds was sub- 
mitted to him with the suggestion that if by 
thismethod the city went below its bonding 
limit another issue for the amount of the 
bonds taken up might not be made without 
&referendum. The city’s sinking fund now 
is $5,000,000, and it was urged that by this

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EGGS AND BRICKS ARE HURLED 
AT CINCINNATI MISSIONARIES. 


Attempts to Preach in Foreign Quarter 
Resented by Inhabitants and Trouble 
Resulting in Arrests Ensues. 


Cincinnati, O., May 30.—Scenes of wild dis- 
order this evening attended a missionary 
meeting of six evangelists from God’s Bible 
school, whose attempts to preach in the for- 
eign district have met with violent opposi- 
tion on the part of the residents. 

The police interfered and four arrests were 
made. The Rev. Phillip Levinson and his 
associates, however, held their ground and 
carriéd on the preaching for over two hours 

When Levinson began preaching there was 
a crowd of several hundred people on hand. 
He was not disturbed at first, but after he 
made a speech in which he defied the people 
to interfere with him, tin pans were beaten, 
children yelled and screamed, and hoots and 
noises of all kinds were made by the defiant 
audience. 

When he made some alleged derogatory re- 
mark about the Jewish customs he was met 
with a shower of eggs. When the police 
rushed into the place jhe people in the street 
let fly eggs, stones and brickbats at the mis- 
sionary band. Old shoes were thrown and 
milk bottles were hurled out of the windows. 


SALARY RAISE INCREASES 
EFFICIENCY OF COURTS. 


Chief Justice Olson Commends Action 
of Legislature, in Its Aid to Muni- 
cipal Bench. 


When asked for an expression respecting 
the action of the legislature on measures af- 
fecting the Municipal court, Chief Justice 
Harry Olson guardedly expressed the opinion 
that the legislature had increased the effi- 
ciency of the court.

Springfield, Ill, May 30.—[Special. ]—At 3 
o'clock this morning the house passed, the 
Ettelson text book bill, establishing maxi- 


mum prices for books used in the public 


schools of the state. 

The votes with which to put it over had 
been lined up a day or two ago and as soon 
as it was called up it was sent across by a 
large majority. 


It still has to stand the scrutiny of the 


attorney general and with the approval of 
the governor. Its backers, basing their 
hopes on thé Indiana text book laws, believe 
that it will be pronounced effective and that 
the governor will sign it.

of public instruction guaranteeing his com- 


_pliance with the law. 


The measure also provides that the publish-

instruction, together with a list of prices. 
He also is required to file an affidavit that

“SCREEN FLIES.” HEALTH HINT. 


In Second Warning Board Says They 
Should Be Fought as Plague to 
Lessen Typhoid. 


In the second fly warning issued by the 
Chicago health department yesterday’ the 
public is advised to put up screens at the 
earliest possible moment. 

“Flies are a serious menace to health 
and life,”’ the circular declares. ‘ They 
should be fought as a plague. In their ab- 
sence there will be less typhoid fever and 
other contagiows diseases. Our homes will 
be clwarér, our food purer, and our personal 
comfort “‘Inéreased by thelr absence.”’ 

During thé week past there were 654 dcaths 
in the city. This is said to be a higher rate 
than ordinarily obtains at this time of year, 
and the public is urged, to pay greater at- 
tention to medical: precautions in cases of 
contagious diseases.

GROUND BETWEEN TWO CARS 


Rushed to Hospital for Medical Atten- 
tion, He Is Found Unhurt. 


Johnny Boyd, a homeless lad, was not born 
to be killed by a street car. 

Caught between two swiftly moving cars 
at State and Polk streets, he was rolled the 
length of the coaches and escaped unhurt. 
The space betwen the cars was only eight 
inches. He was whirled from side to side, 
and when freed frem the viselike clutch he 
was tossed into the alr. 

That he was not killed or seriously injured 
is considered by the police and the street car 
men nothing less than miraculous. 

Johnny étarted to work last night for the 
City Railway company on the new tracks 
the company is laying in Clark street. He 
says a person with his luck ought some day 
to land the position of general manager. 

His escape from death caused 80 much 
comment at the office of the company that 
claim agents, investigators, and attorneys 
went to Harrison and Clark streets to see him 
at work with pick and shovel, Dr, Clarence 
Wall of the Harrison street ambulance also 
piloted a party of curious persons to where 
the boy was working. 

Ambulance Surgeon Amazed. 

“It is the most remarkaple atreet car ac- 
cident case on record,”’ said Dr. Wall. ““When 
we got the call Friday evening that a man 
was caught between the cars and rolled 
twenty-five or thirty feet, I said to myeelf, 
‘It’s pay day for that fellow.’ ”’ 

“ Bully expecting to find that he had suf- 
fered fractures of a dozen or more bones, we 
placed him on the operating table. Up to 
that time he was in a dazed condition from 
the terrible experience. He opened his eyes 
as I tore off his shirt to make an examina- 
tion and said: 

“Don't Go that, Doc, it’s the only shirt 
I’ve got.’ 

“ Not a bruise or scratch of any kind was 
found on him. He got off the table and 
swung his arms to show he had not been 
hurt, and he stamped his feet to make sure 
they had not been amputated. 

“* Are you sure yuu are not hurt?’ I said to 
him, for I scarcely could believe my eyes. 
He replied that he was all right, but as he 
had not eaten for twenty-four hours he felt 
hungry.”’ 

Claim Agent Made Glad. 

An hour later, while Johnny was absorbing 
a pot of black coffee and corned beef 
sandwiches at the Harrison street police sta- 
tion, the City railway company’sclaim agent 
arrived. He took Johnny back to the relief 
station and in the presence of Dr. Wall asked 
if he was injured. 

“Never felt better in my life,’’ was the 
lad’s reply. ‘I’ve just had the first square 
meal I’ve eaten for a week.” 


SENATOR-ELECT LORIMER GOES 
TO WASHINGTON NEXT MONDAY 


Disappointed at Failure of Waterway 
Legislation, but Has Not Yet Given 
Up All Hope. 


Springfield, Ill., May 30.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator-elect William Lorimer will depart for 
Washington a week from tomorrow. He 
went to Chicago today to be prepared to take 
an active part in the judicial campaign. 

Mr. Lorimer is disappointed at the fail- 
ure of the waterway legislation, which now 
seems to be absolutely dead. With the back- 
ing of the state legislature for the program 
which he expects to follow in congress, the 
senator elect expected to have substantia! 
leverage in making his senatorial debut. 

He will use the utmost pressure to get some 
sort of an agreement between now and 
Thursday, when the legislature reassembles, 
and he said he had not entirely abandoned 
hope. It ia an. open secret that the only bill 
he wants and will stand for in congress is the 
house committee bill, drafted practically by 
him and fathered officially by Representa- 
tive Edward J. Smejkal. The house stands 
pat on the conference committee and will 
so stand to the finish. 


PASTORS DIFFER ON LORIMER. 

Senator Elect Lorimer and the manner of 
his election elicited praise and condemnation 
from two Chicago pastors yesterday. The 
Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton, in the Lexing- 
ton Avenue Baptist church, congratulated 
the state on the bipartisan vote and spoke 
highly of the character of the new senator. 
Jenkin Lioyd Jones, in All Souls’ church. re-

Time for Waiting Is Past. 

“As the matter stands now,” said he, “I 
would welcome an immediate proposition 
from any private corporation. We have 
waited too long for this harbor already. The 

“waiting time is past. The legislature has 
turned down the harbor bills and the city is 
practically back In the same position it has 
been in for years. The commerce of the 
great lakes is looking to Chicago and we must 
give it a harbor or lose the business. 

“ Of course I have always been in favor of 
the city owning the harbor. It is a municipal 
proposition, pure and simple. But we have 
waited years and have been turned down by 
the legislature. ‘This $16,000,000 bond issue 
authorized by the general assembly is all 
well and good, but it will not be sufficient for 
the existing needs of the city, let alone the 
construction of a harbor. We cannot count 
on a dollar of this money for the harbor 
project. 

“The revocation of the Pugh Terminal 
company’s permit by Secretary of War 
Dickinson leaves everything in the hands of 

“the city. If we can’t build the harbor our- 

selves it is up to us to say whether a private 
Now that looks as if 
We could dictate terms, and, under the cir- 
cumstances I think we could éo something 
with a private company and still safeguard 
the interests af the city.”’ 


Against Private Ownership. 
Although Chairman Foell of the council 
committee is in favor of taking immediate 
action to have the harbor built, whether by 
municipal or private means, Ald. Charles 


é _ Edward Merriam, a member of the commit- 


tee and also of the harbor commission, de- 
cjared that private ownership should be the 
last thing to be considered by the city. 

. “I don’t know exactly how the action of 


‘the legislature on the harbor bille will affect 


the city.’’ said he, “ but I do not think it will 
necessitate negotiations with private con- 
cerns. The harbor should be owned and 
maintained by the city. This phage of ‘the 
fituation has not yet been discussed in com- 
mittee. and I do not think it would meet with 
the favor of the council.” 

The action of the war department in revok- 
ine the Pugh Terminal company's permit 
will not prevent that corporation from build- 
ing the harbor if it should come to terms with 
the city. It is said the company anticipated 
the revocation of its permit by Secretary 
of War Dickinson and has been at work for 
@ome time on plans and s fieations for 

tation to the council committee. 
ese plans, it-is said, may be ready by the 
time the committee meets next week. 


Delay Not Greatest Evil. 

While it is declared that a majority of the 
committee is with Ald. Foell on the propo- 
sition of getting a new harbor by any means 
possible, it is predicted that the municipal 
ownership members of the council will fight 
any attempt to make terms with a private 
corporation. These say the city has waited 
years for a harbor that would accommodate 
lake commerce and that a few mpre years 
will not make any material difference. 

Against this idea, however, the advocates of 
action declare that if something is not done 
soon Chicago never may get a harbor, and 
the business which should come to this city 
will go elsewhere. Already, it is said, the 
lake traffic is gradually drifting to other 
ports because of their superior harbor facili- 
ties. If the proposed harbor should be built 

it is said that the lake shipments to Chicago 
would be more than doubled. 

“JT am in favor of doing anything that will 
‘bring commerce to Chicago,” said Ald. Will- 
fam F. Rydn, a member of the council com- 
mittee. 

-In the event that the council should look 
with favor upon the private ownership prop- 
Osition it is said terms would be made which 
would give the city, after a certain period, 
the right to buy in the properties. The plan 
in mind is not unlike that in the street rai)- 
way ordinances.

When the line of carriages turned into Hal- 
gted street on the way north a crowd of 
young men ran out of the poolroom and 
shouted: 

“Let's Deat them up.” 

Several stopped Sullivan’s-horse and threat- 
ened to pull him off the hearse and others 
blocked the way of thé@ carriages, eighteen 
ot which were in line. One of the nonunion 
drivers got away from the crowd and sent in 
a riot call to the Englewood station. A pa- 
trol wagon loaded with policemen arrived 
in a few rmfnutes. After placing the assail- 
ants under arrest the police dispersed the 
crowd and made way for the progress of the 
carriages. 


Trouble at Cemetery Also. 

Sullivan declared trouble was experienced 
also at the cemetery earlier in the day. A 
crowd of twenty men, said to have been pick- 
ets for the union, threatened to pull the 
drivers off the seats. No attempt was made 
to interfere with the drivers until after re- 
turning from the place of interment. 

The hearing of those arrested was set for 
tomorrow. The Undertakers and Liverymen’s 
association will aid in the prosecution of the 
young men. 

Three hundred and fifty egg inspectors em- 
ployed in South Water street and West Ran- 
Goiph street commission houses voted to 
strike at a meeting of the union held in the 
afternoon at 55 North Clark street. The 
walkout will take effect tomorrow morning. 

The men declared there are no strikebreak- 
ers to take their places and if the eggs are 
mot “candled”’ every egg served is subject

eago’s public belongs, 
among the foremost 
kind in the world. The members of the li- 
brary board, the committee of the City 
club, and most of all, perhaps, the public 
spirited women who were instrumental in 
establishing the story beur and in initiat- 
ing the active criticism of library condi- 
tions which already has borne such good 
fruit, all deserve the gratitude of the com- 
munity. 

THe TRIBUNE, with them, is anxious to 
gee the library influence diffused more ef- 
fectively and widely throughout the city, 
and especially we hope that the library 
soon will become a closely codrdimated 
branch of our educational system. The 
public library should be the main adjunct 
of the public school, and the community 
will expect the hearty coiperation of the 
‘board of ed ication and the school officials 
with the library board in any intelligent 
development of the library organization 
on modern lines. 

The appointment of a librarian is one 
of the difficulties of the immediate future. 
The civil service law includes this pest 
and it will not be found easy to select a 
man of the right caliber by examination. 
Properly speaking, the place ought no 
more to be subject to civil service than 
the superintendent of schools or the con- 
troller. But it is subject and the situa- 
tion must be met as it exists. Fortu- 
nately President Lower and his colleagues 
of the civil service commission seem alive 
to the difficulties and are proceeding on 
broad and liberal lines. The official ex- 
am nation, it is planned, will not be con- 
clusive, and ample provision will be made 
for the advice of an advisory jury of ex- 
pert librarians. 

There is, however, another extremely 
important consideration, and that is the 
personnel of the next board of library 
trustees. The success of plans for im- 
provements’ and modervization must nec- 
essarily largely depend upon the level of 
intelligence, efficiency, and wise progres- 
siveness of the board. Men like Mr. Raw-

to be a relatively obscure body. Both by 
its membership and its accomplishment it 
should become one of the most conspicu- 


ously useful in the ‘civic life of the city. 


ELECTRIFICATION. 

A few months ago the women of the 
south side rose in righteous * rebellion 
against the smoke nuisance tyranny, un- 
der which they had groaned for years. 
They formed an organization. They 
adopted stirring resolutions, announcing 
that the smoke nuisance must go. They 
petitioned the officials of the Lilinois Cen- 
tral, the mayor, and the city council for 
the redress of intolerable grievances. The 
railroad people said they would consider 
the matter. The city officials said that 
something would have to be done, 

The managers of the railroad are still 
considering. They have an expert who 
makes plans for the partial electrification 
of terminals, and then tears them up, to 
begin making new ones. That insures 
him a perpetual job. All that the city 
authorities have done was to ask the gen- 
eral assembly to empower municipalities 
to regulate the motive power of railroads 
within their limits. The general assem- 
bly refused that along with most of the 
other things which Chicago wanted. 

The south side women have been wait- 
ing patiently in the hope of relief. It 
has not come, and there are no indica- 
tions that it will come. What are they 
going to do about it? It cannot be that 
they have exhausted all thelr anger and 
energy in one demonstration. They talked 
as if they had enlisted for the war. There 
is still an infinite amount of fighting to 
be done before the Llinois Central smoke 
nuisance is abated. 

Summer is upon us. During summer 
the nuisance is at its worst. Windows 
have to be open and soot and smoke drift 
in, defiling everything. Women have to 
choose between giving up white dresses 
and ruining themselves with laundry bills. 
One would like to know whether the 
militant women of a few months ago in- 
tend to be uncomplaining martyrs or to 
renew their protests and demands, ‘The 
municipal authorities can do something 
for them even if they cannot order the 
electrification of Illinois Central termi- 
nails. They can have a watch kept on the 
locomotives of the road. They can have 
suit brought and a fine imposed when one 
is found smoking profusely, They can 
make the smoke nuisance cost the road 
so much as to compel it to consider in 
earnest the expediency of electrification.

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POLICE 

Chicago bas 3,809 patrolmen. 
1,825 travel beats. The figures are from 
the annual report of Chief Shippy. The 
explanation of such an astonishing condi- 
tion is given in a list showing in detail 
what the patrolmen are doing. The list 
is more interesting, if anything, than the 
figures. Policemen are doing all sorts of 
service or no service at all, while com- 
plaints are constant from different sec- 
tions of the ‘city that inadequate protec- 
tion is afforded. The chief himself de- 
clares that he must have more patrolmen 
in order to police the city properly. 

An examination of the detailed list 
shows that some of the men are em- 
ployed satisfactorily, even if they are not 
acting as patrolmen. In the hundred odd 
assignments are found a number about 
which no just criticism can be made. 
There are others open to serious question 
from the standpoint of propriety, There 
are other instances yet where too many 
men are employed in undertakings in con- 
with which a smaller number 
would suffice. Making all allowances, 
however, it is plainly shown by the 
chief’s statement that there are many po- 
licemen who should be sent out at once 
to net as patrolmen, 


nection 


The contention of the head of the ide 


partment that payment should be made 
by other branches of the city administra- 
tion for the services of policemen as- 
signed to them is a just one. If for any 
reason private parties have the benefit 
of specia] police protection they should be 
required to pay a proper amount. A sit- 
uation which reveals nearly 2, “ na- 
trolmen” engaged in other work while 
1,825 only are available for the rightful 
duties of such a position is clearly im- 
possible. There should be energetic re- 
vision at once. The recommendations of 
Chief Shippy are sensible ones. They 
should be heeded.

of the heavy charges imposed upon the 
or 6,000 vessels passing every year through 
the Suez canal. 

It will be news to most people that until 
the present not one penny piece of the fees 
exacted from the shipping in transit through 
this waterway, and amounting to something 
like $25,000,000 a year, goes to the Egyptian 
government, although the latter is saddled 
with the heavy expense of policing the banks 
of the canal, and is responsible for the safety 
of the vessels between Suez and Bort Said. 

This is all the more unjust since the 
Egyptian government spent some $80,000.- 
000 of its own money in the construc- 
tion of the canal, which moreover was 
built by means of Egyptian, forced labor, 
which Khedive Ismail provided at the ex- 
pense of thousands of lives of his unfortu- 
nate fellah subjects. Moreover, before 
the canal was opened a considerable amount 
of the trade between Europe and the far east 
passed overland through Egypt, which de- 
rived a large revenue therefrom, which 
wholly ceased when Empress Eugénie im 
augurated the canal. 

According to the canal's charter, the latter 
expires in 1968, when the canal would become 
the exclusive property of the khedivial gov- 
ernmént, which, however, would have to in- 
demnify the company for rolling stock, mate- 
rial, etc., but not, of course, for the cost of 
construction or maintenance. It seems, how* 
ever, that the charter also éontains a clause 
to which no one paid much attention until 
the other day, whereby the company could 
obtain a prolongation of the concession on 
payment of a royalty to the khediviate. 

On the strength of this, negotiations were 
opened a short time ago, and the Egyptian 
government is consenting to grant a pro- 
longation of the charter of the canal to the 
company for another 100 years, dating from 
1968, on the understanding that from now on 
the company is to pay a royalty to the Egyp- 
tian treasury on every ship and on every 
passenger on board going through the canal 
in either direction. 

Of course, this prolongation of the charter 
for a term that is virtually indefinite greatly 
enhances the value SP ren g of the com- 
pany, which would otherwise have dimin- 
ished In proportion as the charter approached 
the term of its expiration. The increased 
value of the property will enable the com- 
pany to obtain the money necessary for 
the widening and deepening of the water- 
way so as to augment ite capacity, Which 
is now already heavily strained, while the 
prolongation of the ownership will encourage 
them to inaugurate this necessary work. On 
the other hand, the Egyptian treasury will 
benefit considerably and will not only have 
more money at its disposal for developing the 
resources of the country, but wil! likewise be 
able to look upon the canal as a source of 
revenue, instead of expenditure and loss,

In all that has been written anent the death 
of the late Herr von Holstein, who played 
for many years such an extraordinarily im- 
portant role in the direction of the foreign 
policy of Germany, I have seen no mention 
made of an episode which once came under 
my personal notice, and which demonstrates 
how completely incapable this remarkable 
man was of any such weakness as mere 
gratitude. 

It may be remembered that during the state 
trial at Berlin of Count Harry Arnim, which 
resulted in the latter’s disgrace and exile, it 
was shown that the most damning testimony 
against him-was furnished #y Holstein, who 
had been secretary of Arfiim’s embassy at 
Paris, and as such lunching and dining al- 
most daily with his chief, whose confidence 
he enjoyed. The evidence demonstrated that 
in spite of this intimacy between them, he 
was making constant secret reports to Bis- 
marck of the shortcomings of Arnim. Of 
course, this led to a great outcry against Hol- 
stein on the part of those who sympathized 
with Arnim, whom he was accused of hav- 
ing betrayed in the basest manner. In fact, 
his position at Paris became extremely difi- 
cult. 

Holstein thereupon appealed to Blowitg, 
the then correspondent of the London Times 
at Paris, and whose influence the Fren 
capital was great. Blowitz edebihes to his 
entreaties for assistance and undertook his 
defense, not only In the English but also in 
the French press, with the most signal suc- 
cess, by showing that Holstein could not, as 
a loyal servant of the German crown, have 
acted otherwise than he did when he realized 
that his ambaseador was rendering himself 
guilty of conduct diametrically opposite to 
orders from Berlin, and of a nature so preju- 
dictal to German interests as to be down- 
right treason. - Thanks to this advocacy, 
doors which had been closed to Holstein were 
reopened, the social boycott against him was 
lifted, and his further sojourn in the French 
capital rendered possible. 

On Jan. 3, 1875, Holstein called on Blowitz 
at Paris to thank him inthe warmest fashion 
for thus having championed his cause, over- 
whelming him with expressions of profound 
obligation. Yet on Jan. 12 Holstein wrote 
a confidential letter to my old friend, John 
Macdonald, the general manager of the Lon- 
don Times, whom he had met at Blowitz's 
table. In this letter, sixteen octavo pages 
in length, and written on the official paper 
of the German embassy at Paris. Holstein 
urged Macdonald to send some other man as 
correspondent of the Times to Paris, on the 
ground that Blowitz was completely under 
the thumb of the Duke Decazes, then niin- 
ister of foreign affairs, and that was will- 
fully ignering and concealing from\the Times 
an Orleanist plot, in which Decazes was con- 
cerned, and which was preparing a mon- 
archical coup d'état. Macdonald/did not ae- 
knowledge this letter, but sent to Blowitz, 
who did not hesitate to show it to his friends, 
Indeed, I have had it in my hands on more 
than one occasion, 
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It is perfectly true that Decazes and his 
Orleanist friends were about that time plan- 
ning a monarchical restoration, which was 
only narrowly frustrated by the loyalty of 
good, old Marshal MacMahon totherepubliec. 
It is also true that Blowitz possessed to a 
marked degree the friendship and confidence 
of the duke, by whom he was treated as the 
“ami de la maison.” It must likewise be 
remembered that an Orleanist restoration 
was regarded by Germany as calculated to 
injure her interests, and that therefor@ Hol- 
stein considered it to be his duty to hig 
country to use every possible means to frus- 
trate it, one of them being by depriving the 
plotters of the powerful coéperation of the 
London Times in the person of de Blowitz. 
Still at the same time it was unfortunate that 
his letter to John Macdonald should have 
followed so closely his visit of gratitude and 
thanks to Blowitz, and, of course, the affair 
went far to confirm the reputation which he 
had already acquired as an ingrate. 

Pérhaps it is not quite fair to put it In thie 
way; and it might be more correctly said that 
his sense of devotion to his government was 
so strong that it absolutely blinded him to 
any sense of gratitude to those to.whom he 
was indebted for hospitality, kindness, and 
assistance in trouble. 

It is this pecullarity of his character which 
may serve to explain his desertion of Prince 
Bismarck on the latter's overthrow, holding 
that his duty to the crown came before his 


| attachment to Ris old chief, to whom he owed 


his position. Yet, in spite of this sense of 
fealty to the sovereign, and notwithstanding 
the great influence he exercised over Ger- 
many’s foreign policy, as personified by the 
kaiser, he never met him but once during 
the twenty-one years of the present reign, 
and then only at a private dinner given by the 
Buelows, at which the emperor particularly 
insisted that he should appear. He ‘was 
never seen at court or in society. 


Japanese Emigration Companies Hit. 
[United States Consular Reports } 

The consolidation of various industrial and 
other concerns by means of amalgamaiion 
has now become quite the order of the day. 
The emigration companies, whose business 
has suffeted a severe blow owing to the prac- 
tical stoppage of Japanese emigration to 
America and elsewhere, have a proposal on 
foot ta merge all the existing companies into 
one stantial institution. The Kokoku, 
Tairiku, nyo, and five other companies 
have already signified ‘their approval for 
the amalgamation scheme, and negotiations 
are now said to be proceeding with the Nip- 
pon and the Tokio emigration companies. It 
ig the intention of the promoters to establish 
a@ concern with a paid up capital of 500,000 
yen ($249,000), under the mame of the Tei- 
‘koku Shoku-i min Kaisha (Imperia! Coloniza- 
tion and Emigration company).

Messrs. Delamat@ér and Norris, who are 
starting on their career as producing man- 
agers, had been wished all success in their 
undertaking, and only good will was felt for 
them when the performance began last 
evening. But it is useless to gloss over the 
fact that “‘ Beverly of Graustark ” is tedious 
to the point of extinction. In its present 
shape it is nothing asa play, and it were false 
kindness to pretend that it can be boistered 
up into a success. The audience waited and 
watched and hoped all evening, but only one 
sensational melodramatic “ scrap,’ wherein 
the hero fights three men and the heroine 
shoots one of the assailants, lent even the 
faint semblance of dramatic or theatric effec- 
tiveness to the performance. It all is futile, 
dreary, and dull. 
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The best playing was done by Mrs. Craig, 
who, as an émposeible but amusing old negro 
“auntie,”” supplied a characterization of 
truly humorous quality—the one bright re- 
deeming feature of the evening.

BERLIN, May 30.~The approach of the 
monthly settlement was responsible for the 
market weakness in the earlier part of the 
week. Realization was genere! and received 
additional impetus from the threatened new 
tax on securities. By the middle of the week, 
however, a substantia! recovery set in, owing 
chiefly to the better price for domestic metals 
and favorable reports of the American steel 
and iron industry. American rails were 
freely purchased on encouraging crop reports. 
Sensational speculation in colonial securities 
continued. Tomorrow is a bank holiday. 
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the peace. All of those arrested have been 
held in heavy bail. 

The strikers claim they have gained many 
recruits over night. Every effort is being 
made by the labor leaders to get the workers 
in the powerhouses of the company to join 
in the strike. The motormen and conductors 
on the elevated railroad, who get 2 cents an 
hour more than the surface car men and have 
better working hours, have refused to join in 
the strike. 

No effort was made today to operate cars on 
many of the smaller lines which act as feed- 
ers to the main lines of the system. On most 
of the larger lines a fair schedule was main- 
tained. but this was considerably curtailed 
at nightfall. West Philadelphia and other 
outlying sections continue to be the chief 
sufferers from the lack of street car service.

Augusta, Ga., May 80.—[Special.]—For pro- 
tecting Joe Bryant, a negro fireman, from a 
mob, Mre. Margaret Sylvester is being ac- 
claimed ae the heroine of the recent strike 
on the Georgia railroad. A mob assaulted 
the negro and beat him badly before he broke 
away. The chase led near the home of Mrs. 
Sylvester and she called the negro to come 
into her home. The mob tried to follow, but 
Mre. Sylvester barred the way and told the 
mob that if any member tried’ to enter her 
home she would shoot.

ECLIPSES OF SUN AND MOON 
JUNE ASTRONOMICAL EVENTS. 


Although U. 8. Naval Astronomers Are 
Interested, They Have But Little 
Chance for Making Observations. 


Washington, D.C., May 30.~T wo interesting 
spectacles in the astronomical world will oc- 
cur during the coming month. These events 
will be eclipses of the moon and sun, the for- 
mer on June 3 and the latter on June 17. 

Of chief interest will be the lunar eclipse, 
which will be visible practically throughout 
Europe and Africa and South America, but in 
western Asia and North America the eclipse 
will be visible only in part except in the ex- 
treme northwest of the latter, where the 
eclipse wil] be invisible. 

The eclipse of the sun will be visible in its 
totality only in the region near the north 
pole, but it may be seen in the western part 
of the United States near sunset and in the 
a part near sunrise through a emoked 
giass 

On June 3 the moon will emerge from the 
total phase at 9 o'clock eastern standard 
time and will leave the shadow at 10:14 p. m. 
It continues In the penumbra or parted shad- 
ow till 11:21 o’clock p. m., but this latter 
phase is not an interesting one. Farther west 
the moon will rise later and emerge from the 
shadow at 8 o'clock central standard time. 

Some interest is being manifested among 
the astronomers at the United States naval! 
observatory here over the approaching 
events, although but little opportunity will 
be afforded for making important observa- 
tions, as the sun sets at Washington shortly 
after first contact and the moon will be only 
partly visible at the observatory. 

The next eclipse of the sun which will be 
observed in totality in this country will oc- 
cur June 8, 1918, and will be visible from
